A mob of rioting prisoners, shouting 
their defiance of guards, flooded the 
main cell block of the county jail 
here Friday and virtually wrecked 
the Interior furnishings of the jail 
in a futile effort to release the 225 
inmates. 
Yelling and pounding on the con­ 
crete floor w ith iron pipes taken 
from the sm ashed plumbing, the 
prisoners held off officers until the 
entire cell block was covered with 
water. 
W hen the outbreak was finally 
curbed. W arden F. L. Erwin ordered 
fourteen men, believed to be ring­ 
leaders in the wholesale delivery a t­ 
tempt. placed in solitary confine­ 
m ent “until they decided to be­ 
have." 
Outbreak W ithout W arning 
Jail attaches said the outbreak 
came without warning, as the in ­ 
m ates swarmed over w ater pipes 
and tore them from their m ount­ 
ings. 
O thers sm ashed out window’s 
and brandished improvised weapons 
made of sash weights and pieces of 
plumbing pipes. 
A ttendants in the sheriff’s office, 
on a lower floor of the new $3,000,- 
000 
Jefferson 
county 
courthouse, 
heard the disturbance and ran to 
th e /assistance of th e guards at the 
Jail. 
After help arrived guards entered 
the cell block, singled out those be­ 
lieved to be leaders in the outbreak 
and ordered others back into their 
cells. 
M ass of W reckage 
The main cell block was a m ass 
of wreckage and in one spot a hole 
had been dug a foot deep into the 
concrete wall. 
Prisoners continued 
their shouting as they were dis­ 
armed and locked into their cells 
while authorities pondered punish­ 
ment.

chief 
trouble m akers would be deprived 
of exercise periods and other priv­ 
ileges “until further notice," in ad ­ 
dition to being kept in solitary con­ 
finement. 
The five negro defendants in the 
Scottsboro case, held here for safe­ 
keeping pending their trials at De­ 
catur, Alabama, were not involved 
in Friday’s rioting. They have been 
in solitary confinem ent for several 
m onths after engaging
